Mr. Harding may be .described as a 
nice man. docile and regular, not 
brilliant nor magnetic, h it his friends 
are declaring that he is "big enough 
for the Job." In the race for the nom- 
ination he simply sat steady in the 
l-oat. with a few votes and waited for 
the lucky thing to happen to him. and 
It happened when a lot of tired dele- 
gates had exhausted themselves in a 
fight between the leading candidates 
and turned to the least offensive man 
down in the list.

Gov. Calvin Coolidge of Massachu- 
setts, is more a man of action than is 
Mr. Harding. His reputation was 
made by the way in which he handled 
a strike of policemen in Boston. His 
friends say he should have been the 
head of the ticket instead of the tail.

Extension of Paving 

Ordinance of Sept. 2, 1919 

The City Council of the City of 
Loui»tt— do ordain as follows, viz: 

Sea I. That the original project for 
the paving of certain streets and pub- 
lic Mays within the city, together with 
the necessary sewerage and guttering 
Incident thereto, as fixed by City or- 
dinance of date Sept. 2. 1919, be ex- 
tended and made to include: 

Pike Street from Wat.r Street to 
Main Cross Street, and Pik* Street 
from Lock Avenue to Lady Washing- 
ton Street; Main Cross Street from 
Pik* Street to Sullivan Street: Sulli- 
van Street from Main Cross Street to 
Lock Avenue: Pocahontas Street from 
Madison Street to Powhatan Street: 
Boon Street from Madiaon Street to 
Franklin Street; Madison Street from 
the "upper corner of the G. W. Atkin- 
son property," at its southwest corner 
to what is known as the Green Meek 
property, terminating at its southwest 
corner: and the public way leading 
from th. foot of Lock Avenue at the 
Branham property, where Mrs. Lyda 
Lackey now lives, to th. north lin. 
of City limit*. 

Sec. 2. That staid described street* 
and public way bo and are hereby or- 
dered paved as a lwirt of the original 
project as fixed by ordinance of date 
S> id.

This paving shall be done 
under terms and conditions fixed In 
City ordinance of date Sept. 2. 1919, 
and the cost thereof Is hereby provided 
for In the same manner .terms and 
condition* fixed In said ordinance, as 
much so as If the ordinance of Sept. 
I, 1919, had been copied Into this or- 
dinance and made a part hereof and 
shall be done upon the ten-year plan 
as provided for In section 3(US. Ken- 
tucky Statute*. Carroll'* edition 1915.
